The closest 
prior art is L.A. Sorbera et al, Drugs of the Future 2001, 26(12): 1 155-1 170. L.A. Sorbera et al 
teach several methods of preparing melagatran. The processes of the prior art require several 
steps and different reagents. Nothing known in the art anticipates or renders the process 
described in this application obvious. Therefore, claims 1-31 are allowed.
